New York. July 28 (AP)—'Two 
powerful monoplanes took off within 
eighteen minutes of each other on 
non-stop trans-Atlantic flights to­ 
day. 
The Cape Cod. manned by Russell 
Boardman and John Polando, rolled 
down the 4,000 foot runway at 5 a 
rn. 
It got away at an altitude of 
not more than 60 feet until it was 
lost to sight 
The pilots are headed 
for 
Istanbul, 
about 
5,500 
miles 
away. 
The second plane to take off was 
that of Hugh Herndon, Jr., and 
Clyde Pangborn, veteran flier. They 
rolled away at 5:18 on an intended 
flight around the world with Mos­ 
cow, 5.400 miles away, as their first 
objective. 
Weather conditions across the en­ 
tire Atlantic were described as ideal 
for the flight. 
The Cape Cod carried 7,108 gal­ 
lons of gasoline, sufficient fuel to 
keep it going 7.000 miles if neces­ 
sary 
The Herndon plane is slower 
than that used by Post and Gatty 
in their w*or!d circling flight birt 
they hope to better the mark set by 
Post by flying longer distances.

“REO GENERAL" 


IS MAINSTAY 


William 
Groaner 
Protects 
Germany From Revolt 
From Within. 


By Lolita P. Loc hner 
Berlin (AP)—The young German 
republic made 
bo mistake when, 
through President Paul von Hin- 
denburg, it 
summoned 
Wilhelm 
Groener, the “red general,” in 1928 
to the post of minister of defense 
Uroener was not only a trusted 
comrade-in-arms 
of 
Hindenburg, 
whose quartermaster general he was 
after the dismissal of General Erich 
Ludendorff in October, 1919; he also 
proved himself a reliable republican 
in whose hands the new army was 
safe from monarchist influences. 
Unlike Ludendorff. who spoke in 
ever more offensive language of 
his former field marshal, Groaner 
has throughout been a devoted fol­ 
lower of Germany s grand old man. 
On assuming the office of minister 
of defense he declared: 
“Hindentfurg's faith in me is the 
foundation upon which I rest.” 
This fidelity paid dividends, for 
Greener has been able to get from a 
reluctant reichstag larger appropri­ 
ations for the army and navy, rela­ 
tively, than any other government 
department could secure 
The fact 
that Hindenburg stood behind the 
“red general's” budget stifled criti­ 
cism.

Unlike most of the military 
men surrounding Emperor William 
II. he saw that the days of the mon­ 
archy were numbered and dared say 
so in the council at Spa on Novem­ 
ber 9. 1918. which led to the kaiser a 
flight to Holland. 
For this action his fellow officers 
dubbed him a "red.” 
So relentless 
were they afterward in their social 
boycott that Groener insisted upon 
the 
appointment 
of 
an 
“honor 
court” of generals, who. after study­ 
ing the Spa events, exonerated him 
from having committed any dishon­ 
orable act toward the sovereign to 
I w hom he had sworn allegiance. 
After 
the 
emperor's 
departure 
Groener assisted 
Hindenburg in 
leadiiig the exhausted German army 
back home. 
He then retired from 
service 
In 
1920. 
however, 
when 
Kapp 
tried to unseat the republican gov­ 
ernment. Groener rallied to Ebert's 
support and was a leading figure in 
putting down the rebellion. As min­ 
ister of transportation he rendered 
conspicuous service from 
1920 
to 
1923. 
Groener is a good mixer who has 
always managed, though working 
hard, to attend social functions and 
himself be a charming host. 
The 
duties of hostess were taken over 
by his only 
daughter 
after 
the 
death of his first wife and until his 
re-m arnage in 1930. 
The affection 
between father and daughter was 
proverbial lh Berlin. 
Groener was born November 22. 
1867, in Ludwlgsburg. Wuerttem- 
berg. the son of a 
Suabian 
army 
paymaster. 
He entered the army 
in 1884 and rose rapidly despite the 
opposition of many fellow officers 
who were of noble blood and missed 
the "von" in his name.

the Tarahumaras will not 
make

thon, aile too short for the famous 
Indians. 
The belief is that the Indians’ 
great endurance and stamina will; 
not offset their lack of experience 
in the Olympic events and thai the 
26 miles of the marathon is entirely 
too short a distance for a runner 
who is accustomed to run IOO. 200 
and 300-mile races. 
Famous for centuries for their 
long-distance running 
ability, the 
Tarahumaras 
live remotely 
from 
♦he rest of Mexico and seldom have 
been seen in the United States. 
Running is a passion with the 
tribe, and visitors tell of seeing 
teams of neighboring villages run 
batefoot over stony mountain trails 
for two days and nights in competi­ 


tion. 
Their last appearance

United States was in 1927 
when 
teams of men and women runners 
competed in the Texas relays, run­ 
ning from San Antonio to Austin, 
and in the Kansas relays, running 
from Kansas City and Topeka to 
Lawrence.

Although some of the glamor has 
been removed from the ice wagon in 
midsummer through transformation 
of the horse-drawn vehicle into a 
modern motor truck, dangers still 
lurk for children who look upon the 
ice man as a sort of Summer Santa 
Claus and gather around the wagon 
for bits of ice on a hot day, accord­ 
ing to the Pennsylvania Motor Fed­ 
eration, state unit of the A. A. A., 
with which the local club is affiliat­ 
ed. 
"The evolution of the ice wagon 
has had its advantages and disad­ 
vantages.” s Edward Gable, presi­ 
dent of the federation, said today in 
calling attention to numerous acci­ 
dents that have occurred so far this 
season 
in 
Pennsylvania 
through 
children falling from ice trucks, or 
being hit by other machines scam­ 
pering away from ice wagons. "Mo­ 
torizing of the ice wagon has, to be 
sure, diminished it* lure for the 
kiddies, and especially so since the 
inviting rear step has been taken off 
most of these vehicles, but each year 
the dangers grow through increased 
traffic cm streets and highways. 
“Large ice companies and indi­ 
vidual dealers have done much to 
cut the hazards of delivery, both to 
adults and children, and if it were 
not for ti ie se efforts the toll of life 
and limb from this source would be 
much greater. 
Yet there are still 
far too many ice wagon accidents, 
although in many the wagon itself 
is but a contributing factor. 
It is 
usually in hopping off the wagon 
and darting for the curb that the 
trouble comes.” 
Mr. Gable said that It la virtually 
impossible to keep children away 
from ice wagons 
on 
hot days. 
"Those bots of sparkling ice on a 
hot day lure the kiddies." he said. 
"and it is the duty not only of the 
ice men. but of the parents and of 
the motoring public In general to 
j help in every possible way to avert 
accidents from this source” 
He 


made the following suggestions: 
Parents should explain to chil­ 
dren the dangers of climbing onto or 
following ice wagons and warn them 
to keep off the streets. 
Motorists should be doubly cau­ 
tious when they see children in the 
vicinity of an ice wagon and keep 
an eye on the youngsters. 
Men in charge of the wagons 
should be careful not to frighten 
children, thus causing them to dart 
away from the machine without 
heeding approaching traffic. 
They 
should abo exercise care in backing, 
for often a child hanging onto or 
standing directly in the rear of the 
machine cannot be seen from the 
driver’s seat. 
"If we take it onto ourselves to 
exercise a little more care and cau­ 
tion." the federation head stated, 
"the number of ice wagon accidents, 
most of which involve children at 
play, can be cut to a minimum."

for a machine, Foulois was detailed 
to aviation dutv.

ton to Dayton.

Mr. Kirby Page, editor of "The 
World Tomorrow,” who recently sent 
out a questionnaire to clergymen in­ 
quiring their views as to whether 
they would bear arms In case of fu­ 
ture war, requested the chief of 
staff. General Douglas MacArthur, 
to express an opinion for publica­ 
tion in his paper as to his views 
upon the result of the replies re­ 
ceived from the clergymen. 
General MacArthur wrote as fol­ 
lows : 
“I appreciate very much the cour­ 
tesy of the suggestion contained in 
your note of April 20. and am glad 
indeed to avail myself of the privi­ 
lege of commenting on the general 
subject of the church in war. 
“My predominant feeling with ref­ 
erence to tile majority of the replies 
received by your paper from 19,372 
clergymen is that of surprise. Sur­ 
prise at the knowledge th at 60 many 
of the clergymen of our country 
have placed themselves on record as 
repudiating in advance the consti­ 
tutional obligations th at will fall 
upon them equally with all other 
elements of our citizenship in sup­ 
porting this country in case of need. 
To exercise privilege without assum­ 
ing attendant responsibility and ob­ 
ligation is to occupy a position of 
license a position apparently sought 
by men who do not hesitate to avail 
themselves of the privileges confer­ 
red by our democracy upon its citi­ 
zens. but who in effect proclaim 
their willingnesu to see thin nation 
perish rather than participate in its 
defense 
War and Peace 
• The question of war and peace is 
one that rests under our form of 
government, in congress. 
In exer­ 
cising this authority congress voices 
the will of the majority, whose right 
to rule 
is the cornerstone upon 
which our governmental edifice is 
built. 
Under the constitution, its 
pronouncement on such a question 
is vital, and is obligatory upon every 
citizen of the United States. 
T hat 
men who wear the cloth of the 
church should openly defend repu­ 
diation of the laws of the land with 
the necessary implication and ram i­ 
fications arising from such a gen­ 
eral attitude toward our statutes. 
seems almost unbelievable. 
It will 
certainly hearten every potential or 
actual criminal and malefactor who 


anarchy and the collapse erf proper­ 
ly constituted authority. May I re­ 
mark also th at lf we acknowledge 
the prerogatives of the individual to 
disregard 
the 
obligations 
placed 
upon him by American citizenship, 
it seems only logical to ask him to 
forego all right guaranteed by such 
citizenship. 
Freedom of Conscience 
“It also surprises me th a t while 
apparently entering a plea for free­ 
dom of conscience, these clergymen 
are attempting to dictate to the con­ 
sciences of those who honestly differ 
from them over questions of n a­ 
tional defense. 
Their sentiments 
and implied efforts are injecting >he 
church into the affairs of state and 
endangering the very principle th at 
they claim to uphold. 
Perhaps the 
greatest privilege of our country, 
which indeed was the genius of its 
foundation, is religious freedom. Re­ 
ligious freedom, however, can exist 
only so long as government survives. 
To render our country helpless would 
invite destruction, not only of our 
political and economic freedom, but 
also of our religion. 
"Another surprise comes in the 
revelation that so many seem to be 
unfamiliar with the struggle of m an­ 
kind for the free institutions th at 
we enjoy. Magna Charta, the Dec­ 
laration of Independence, the Eman­ 
cipation. the rights of small nations, 
and other birthrights of this genera­ 
tion have been bought with the high 
price of human suffering and hu­ 
man sacrifice, much of it on the 
fields of battle.

St. Matthew, 10th chapter, 
34th verse. 
It is my humble belief 
th at the religion which He came to 
establish is based upon sacrifice, 
and that men and women who fol­ 
low in His train are called by It to 
the defense of certain priceless prin­ 
ciples even at the cost of their own 
lites. And I can think of no princi­ 
ples more high and holy than those 
for which our national sacrifices 
have been made in the past.

The 
fact that, our citizens’ military train ­ 
ing camps are over-subscribed long 
before the opening of the camps 
comforts me th at patriotism is still 
a dominant power In our land. Any 
organization which opposes the de­ 
fense of homeland and the princi­ 
ples hallowed by the blood of our 
ancestors, which sets up interna­ 
tionalism in the place of patriotism, 
which teaches the passive submis­ 
sion of right to the forces of the 
predatory
